The o ffer to p u rchase the facility an d the lan d is 
co n tin gen t u p o n it bein g rezo n ed to be dev elo p ed fo r 
light in du strial activ ities an d fo r co n tin u ed o p eratio n 
as a n u rsin g ho me, if feasible. 
While Do n ald F. Bu rke, D istrict 3, was div idin g his 
atten tio n between try in g to ho ld u p a ro ll-call v o te 
an d diligen tly searchin g p ages o f Ro berts Ru les o f 
Order, A. H. Fraza, District 4, bo ard chairm an , 
called fo r what was to be the last o f three ro ll-call 
v o tes o n whether to rezo n e the n u rsin g-ho me p ro p ­ 
erty . 
The lan d is situ ated within half a mile o f an area 
zo n ed as AG 2, co n cen trated cattle p ro du ctio n , an d 
this in v o kes a ru le that to rezo n e n earby p ro p erty re­ 
q u ires a three-fo u rths m ajo rity o f m em bers v o tin g.

Green , D istrict 4, a ro ll call v o te was taken an d the 
resu lt was 22 to 8 an d declared p assed sin ce a two - 
thirds m ajo rity was n eeded. 
The ex tra “ n o ” v o ter was Win sto n McRey n o lds, 
District 3, who had v o ted y es o n the first ro ll call bu t

If the scho o l g u idance co u nselo r o r psy cho lo g ist believes y o u r 
teen-ag e dau g hter is “ acting o u t” rath er than su ffering fro m no r­ 
mal ado lescent pro blems, she m ay wind u p with a perm anent rec­ 
o rd labeling her “distu rbed." 
These are ju st so me o f the pro blems o f keeping m assive cu mu l­ 
ative files o n scho o l children, acco rding to Diane Divo ky , writing in 
the Septem ber issu e o f Learning Mag azine. 
W hat’s wro ng with keeping reco rds o n scho o l kids? 
Well, acco rding to Ms. Divo ky , two thing s: the reco rd pro baUy 
co ntains a lo t o f m aterial o n the parents as well as the chil(b‘en; and 
that reco rd is o pen to ju st abo u t any o ne who wants to see it. 
Ms. Divo ky and o thers have disco vered that a g o vernment o r 
po lice ag ent has o nly to walk into a scho o l and ask to see a child’s 
reco rds and bing o , he g ets them . And thanks to a natio nwide trend 
to wards co mpu terizing every thing , the ag ent wo n’t even have to 
leave his o ffice—all h e’ll have to do is pu sh a bu tto n. 
All o ver this natio n, fro m kinderg arten thro u g h hig h scho o l, 
teachers, g u idance co u nselo rs, psy cho lo g ists and adm inistrato rs 
are beco ming , in effect,g o vernm ent po lice ag ents. 
The Ru ssell Sag e Fo u ndatio n, in two separate stu dies o n the 
u se and m isu se o f scho o l reco rds, repo rted the fo llo wing : scho o l 
reco rds o ften co ntained info rmatio n abo u t bo th parents and chil­ 
dren. P a ra its didn’t kno w what info rmatio n was in the reco rds o r 
ho w the info rmatio n was to be u sed. P arents were fo rbidden to g o 
thro u g h the reco rds and challeng e m isinfo rm atio n. Ju st abo u t any ­ 
bo dy « ex cept the child’s parents) who wanted access to the info r­ 
matio n in the scho o l reco rds co u ld g et it. 
And to to p it all o ff, the fo u ndatio n disco vered that teachers sel­ 
do m u sed the info rmatio n in the reco rds to g u ide them in their rela­ 
tio ns with individu al stu dents. 
To prevent su ch abu ses Des Mo ines, Io wa and Jefferso n City , 
Mo . have enacted safeg u ards. Oreg wi, Delaware, New Mex ico and 
New Ham pshire have also taken steps to fweserve the privacy o f 
scho o l reco rds. 
So have (Califo rnia and New Yo rk. Bu t acco rding to Ms. 
Divo ky , so me scho o l au tho rities have do ne their damndest to avo id 
co mply ing . TTie New Yo rk City scho o l bo ard said that mo st o f the 
data in the reco rds “ are no t part o f the o fficial reco rd and are, 
therefo re, no t to be m ade available to parents to inspect.” In (Cali­ 
fo rnia, so m e scho o ls ju st plain refu se to let the parents see the rec­ 
o rd even tho u g h the law perm its it. 
A few scho o ls, like the o ne o u r children g o to , allo w the parents to 
inspect all the reco rds. TTie scho o l dem ands a su bpo ena befo re 
sho wing the reco rds to any bo dy else. 
Bu t at far to o m any scho o ls, the reco rd m akers and reco rd- 
keepers are do ing no thing mo re than co mpiling perm anent do s­ 
siers o n y o u and y o u r children

“ He was a bold man that first 
eat an oyster,” but all of us who 
enjoy the bivalve are happy 
whoever tried that first one had 
courage and curiosity to do so. 
This recipe for Fried Oysters 


comes from Virginia and the 
files of Mrs. Wilbur L. Savage 
(313 St. Davids Lane) Rich­ 
mond, who says one should 
really have Virginia oysters to 
enjoy it. That’s one of the 
peculiar things about oysters. 
Wherever you go, people swear 
the varieties from their par­ 
ticular sea area are absolutely 
the best. 
Regardless of origin, you’ll 


like oysters prepared this way. 
Start with 1 quart select 
(Frying) size. Beat 4 eggs 
lightly in a bowl with 1 level 
tablespoon salt and 1 teaspoon 
pepper. 
Dip 
oysters out into 
a 


strainer, then turn into a pan 
half filled with cracker meal. 
Remove oysters onto a pan or 
tray and dip one at a time back 
into the beaten eggs. Sift 
cracker 
meal 
to 
remove 


crumbs, then dip oysters in­ 
dividually again in the meal. 


Pat the coated oysters lightly 


* between the hands to remove 


excess meal and shape to 
prevent ragged edges which 
might burn in frying. Fry 
quickly in deep, hot (370 de­ 
grees) shortening and remove 
from fat as soon as oysters 
brown. Drain on paper towels 
and serve at once. Enough for 4. 
On a recent trip to Washing­ 
ton I indulged in another 
favorite fried seafood dish, 
Maryland Crab Cakes. These 
are prepared as a main course 
but if desired, you can make 
smaller cakes and serve as a 
delicious hot hors d’oeuvre. 
Trim 6 slices of bread, pour 


over ^4 cup olive oil and let the 
bread soak for 15 minutes. 
Mash the bread with a fork and 
add 3 beaten egg yolks, ty. 
teaspoon salt, *4 teaspoon 
Tabasco, and 2 teaspoons Wor­ 
cestershire sauce. Add lVfe 
pounds picked and shredded 
crabmeat, then fold in 3 egg 
whites, beaten until stiff.

OHIO— Sophomore center Jim Brandau poured through 28 
points and grabbed 13 rebounds, including nine offensive caroms, 
to pace the Ohio Bulldogs to a 70-55 non-conference basketball vic­ 
tory over the Paw Paw Bulldogs, here, Tuesday night. 
The contest between the two canine-nicknamed teams was de­ 
cided in the third quarter, after both clubs scored 14 points in the 
opening frame and 17 during the second stanza.Ohio dumped in sev­ 
en baskets in a dozen shots in the third period, With Terry Lehn 
netting a trio of two-pointers and four other teammates getting one 
each. 
First Game 
Lehn appeared in his first game since the final game of the 
Ashton round-robin tournament on Nov. 17. The 6’1 V 
senior was 
sidelined with a knee injury sustained in football. Lehn returned to 
net seven points in 8:11 of action, with all his markers coming in the 
decisive third frame. 
Brandau pumped in four field goals and added a pair of charity 
tosses in the final eight minutes as Ohio outscored the visitors 23-15. 
Nine of the Paw Paw digits in the frame came at the free-throw 
line, with Je rry Meyers sinking four and Barry Hopkins meshing 
three. 
Bruce Brown added a pair of two-pointers (Chuck Marks got 
the other on an offensive rebound) as Paw Paw went ice cold from 
the field in the last eight minutes. Ohio, meanwhile, connected on 8 
of 13 attempts from the floor, with Danish exchange student Pete 
Hansen providing the final points of the game on a short jump shot 
with :02 left. 
Mead Comments 
Dave Mead, Ohio varsity coach, commented on the overall 
team effort by saying, “ I was real pleased with the defense even 
though we seemed to have a couple of lulls. But it seems when we 
have our lulls, the other team doesn’t hurt us. If we were to have 
that lull when they were hot, however, we’d find ourselves behind 
and we would have tocrawl back. 
“ Our guards are playing better all-around sound floor games. 
Both (Chuck Sibigtroth and Dave Kuebel) only had two turnovers 
tonight and that’s not very many considering the rag-tag game 
played. Since the (Ashton) tournament, we have been having bal­ 
anced scoring. And it’s nice to have seven, eight or nine people that 
can come in and help us out. 
“ W e’ve been getting some decent inside scoring and some of 
the pressure has gone off our offense because of getting so many of­ 
fensive rebounds. Charley (Sibigtroth), Kuebel and Brandau can 
wait on their shots more.” Ohio owned the boards during the con­ 
test with 42 caroms, to only 21 for Paw Paw. 
Offensive Rebounds 
Brandau accounted for nine offensive and four defensive grabs. 
A half-dozen of the recoveries were converted into baskets. “ He’s 
been down the last three games,” Mead commented. “ He got in 
foul trouble against Franklin Center and didn’t play that much. We 
played Walnut before that and he didn’t hit anything. 
“ The last three games he’s had trouble with his feet but tonight 
he got the arch back on the ball and it was going in. It really helps 
us keep them (the other team) honest from the outside.” Brandau 


benefited from a balanced Ohio outside attack which featured eight 
other players netting at least two points each. 
First-quarter action consisted of six ties and one Ohio lead. 
Brandau tallied the opening bucket with an assist to Kuebel. Chuck 
Marks, who was to knot the game up three consecutive times, retal­ 
iated with a jump shot from the right side of the hoop. Buckets by 
Sibigtroth and Brandau then offset a pair by Marks, to give each 
squad a half-dozen digits with 4:42 to go. 
Bank Shot 
Brandau’s bank shot from 15 feet in front made it 8-6 and the 
advantage grew to four as B ill Dale grabbed an errant pass, before 
it went out of bounds, to drop in a short jumper. Brown tallied on an 
offensive rebound basket and Hopkins took advantage of a screen 
to net a jump shot from the key to make it 10-10. 
Both teams scored twice more before the quarter ended, with 
Brandau and Dale baskets negating one each by Myers and Brown 
of Paw Paw. Neither squad could manage more than a three-point 
lead in the second period. Paw Paw had three brief advantages (a 
single point) before Kuebel made the first attempt of a one-and-one 
situation to even the game at 31 each with :09 remaining. 
Paw Paw Is Cold 
The visitors managed only a free throw and a solitary basket in 
the opening 4:28 of the final half while Ohio got two-pointers by five 
different players plus a free throw by Dale to take a 42-34 lead. The 
closest Paw Paw got after that was a 44-40 deficit with 1:50 remain­ 
ing in the quarter. 
Lehn’s three points in the last two minutes gave his team a sev­ 
en-point spread going into the final eight minutes. Ohio then blitzed 
the nets with 23 markers to seal the victory, the third in a row for 
the Little Eight Conference Bulldogs. 
The win evened the Ohio season mark to 4^1 after an 0-3 start at 
the Ashton tournament. “ Frankly, I didn’t think we’d be back this 
quick,” Mead said, “ because we didn’t know who we could go to of­ 
fense (because Lehn was hurt). We knew we would get some from 
Brandau and possibly some from Kuebel and Dale. 
“ Surprise is Yucus” 
“ But the biggest surprise has been how Tom (Yucus) has come 
along. He’s rough yet, as far as moves, but I like his roughness on 
the boards. If he would take just a little more time passing the ball, 
he would be a top-notch starter. 
“ But it doesn’t seem to make much difference who we start be­ 
cause team morale is high and everybody contributes when they 
are in.”

CHICAGO (A P ) - Ron San­ 
to, long-time third-base star for 
the Chicago Cubs who became 
the first player in baseball to 
invoke the veterans’ rule, Tues­ 
day was traded to the Chicago 
White Sox. 
Last 
week at 
the 
winter 
meetings in Houston, the Cubs 
tried to deal Santo to the Cali­ 
fornia Angels. But the 33-year- 
old veteran, after 14 years with 
the Cubs, killed the deal by re­ 
fusing to go to the Angels. 
Because he is a 10-year veter­ 
an with five years with one 
club, Santo could veto any deal 
not to his liking. 
“ I didn’t want to leave Chi­ 
cago,” said Santo, “ when I 
learned the Cubs wanted to 
trade me, I decided the only 
club I would go to was the 
White Sox. 
“ I think because of my loyal­ 
ty to the Cubs, Mr. Wrigley 
(P K. Wrigley, owner of the 
Cubs) consented to my wishes. 
My fam ily, my roots, my busi­ 


ness are in Chicago and this is 
where I want to stay.” 
Santo was swapped to the Sox 
for pitchers Steve Stone and 
Ken Frailing; 
minor league 
catcher Steve Swisher, and a 
player to be named later. 
It marked the fourth trade 
since the end of the season by 
the Cubs which involved a key 
player. 
Earlier they traded pitcher 
Ferguson Jenkins to the Texas 
Rangers for infielders Bill Mad- 
lock and Vic Harris. 
Then they sent second base­ 
man Glenn Beckert to San 
Diego for outfielder Je rry Mo­ 
rales and last week they traded 
catchers with Minnesota send­ 
ing away Randy Hundley for 
George Mitterwald. 
The Santo deal was believed 
the first direct trade involving 
the two Chicago teams who 
seem to have had a policy of 
not dealing with each other. 
Santo batted 
.267 with 20 
home runs and 77 runs batted 
in last season. He has a .280 
lifetime average with 337 home 
runs and 1,290 runs batted in. 
Stone, 26, was 6-11 with the 
Sox. Frailing, 25, had no record 
with a 1.96 earned run average 
in 18 innings and Swisher, 22. 
was the Sox No. 1 draft choice 
He batted .211 at Knoxville and 
.286 at Iowa. 
“ I was concerned,” said San­ 
to after he had rejected the 
trade to the Angels. “ It really 
didn’t hit me until a couple of 
days later. I realized the Cubs 
didn’t want me and I couldn’t 
possibly play for them again. 
“ The only course was to play 
for the White Sox,” said Santo. 
“ I feel like a kid again. This is 
a new lease on life.

The hospitals, which have a 
total of approximately 1,600 
beds and bassinets, are: Rock­ 
ford Memorial and Swedish 
American in Rockford, St. Jo ­ 
seph and Highland in Belvi- 
dere, K SB Hospital in Dixon, 
Freeport Memorial, and M e­ 
morial Hospital for McHenry 
County in Woodstock. 
They have established North­ 
ern Illinois Hospital Services, 
Inc., of which Robert Benvenu-

nuti said. “ We see it as the po­ 
tential forerunner of other co­ 
operative efforts which would 
result in cost reductions while 
at the same time improving the 
level of service. 
The facility will process ap­ 
proximately 5.7 million pounds 
of laundry a year. It w ill em­ 
ploy 45 persons, and jobs w ill be 
offered first to the laundry em­ 
ployes of the seven hospitals. 
The project has been ap­ 
proved by the Illinois Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency and 
has been endorsed by Compre­ 
hensive Health Planning of Illi­ 
nois. 
The laundry was set up as a 
nonprofit cooperative associa­ 
tion under Illinois law.

poundage each one uses. An ad­ 
m inistrative representative 
was appointed by the governing 
body of each participating hos­ 
pital to sit on the Northern Illi­ 
nois Hospital Services board.
